The Oity of Sumpter has just negoti-
ated a loan of $2000 through Robert E,
Stratborn, by which it issues one big
warrant for that amount, and takes up
practically all the other outstanding
warrants. BSince the first of the month
$2200 in warrants have been paid from
the license revenues for this quarter, and
the proceeds of Beptomber flnes, The
past year has been an expengive one for
Sumpter, the salury roll aggregating
13400, lighting $1400, water $394, sur-
veying $800, atreet crossings $1625, and
the expense of quarantining about $1500,
or n total of over $9000, and not one
cent of tax has been levied, but all this
will be met by license [ees and the fines
levied in Recorder Manning's court,
The city now owes ouly about §2200, and
has permanent property which ocould
legimataly be listod an [assota to a total
of over $6000,
One grocery firm in two days sent out
11,000 pounda in provisions for Winter
sapplies for the mines. At every turn
one meets advertisements for four and
six-horse wagons to carry out supplies,
and teamsters find their outfite in de-
mand.
